Artist  -  Roy  Churcher 
Title  -  Grapefruit 

Roy  Churcher  was  born  in  London,  UK,  in  1933. 
He  arrived  in  Australia  in  1957,  and  studied  for  a 
Diploma  of  Fine  Arts  and  Etching  at  the  Slade 
School,  University  College  in  1956.  He  then  taught 
at  the  Central  Technical  College  in  Brisbane  and  is 
currently  living  and  working  in  Canberra. 

Since  1969,  Roy  has  had  numerous  solo  and  group 
exhibitions  including  regular  solo  shows  in 
risbane,  Melbourne  and  Canberra.  In  1972  he 
as  awarded  the  Italian  Government  Travelling 
Scholarship. 

The  artist  is  represented  in  the  Queensland  Art 
Gallery,  the  National  Gallery  of  Victoria 
Collection,  the  Myer  Collection,  BHP,  and  the  New 
Parliament  House,  Canberra;  as  well  as  Private 
collections. 

Grapefruit  is  a  bold  and  expressive  representation  of 
still-life.  This  work  is  an  example  of  the  artists 
early  career  style,  when  the  artist  was  deliberate  and 
direct  in  his  application  of  paint.  The  painting  also 
suggests  and  uninhibited  use  of  line  and  colour, 
especially  the  bold  contrast  of  the  red,  blue  and 
yellow.  His  later  and  most  current  work  continues 
fc  reflect  his  passion  for  a  colourful  and 
unapologetic  use  of  the  paint.
